A hook, a line, a worm, a pole—I'll ask for 
nothing more. 
There would I watch the tell-tale cork betray 
the sudden “ bite.” 
And dreaming there I’d fish away till 
shadows brought the night 
If you would mend a brok en nerve, or cure a 
troubled soul, 
prescribe a radiant day of spring, a hook , a 
ll&eji oole, 


While the agitation regarding 
the building oi a county hospi­ 
tal is now attracting the atten­ 
tion of the 
tax payers of 
the 
county, we will give a few facts 
James t | rom records to call attention to 
the enormous drain already bur­ 
dening the people of the state 
and county, growing out of char­ 
itable, benevolent and criminal 
instituitons, supported by tax a­ 
tion. 
Organized charity began, 
in 
this county, as early as 
1822, 
when overseers of the poor were 
appointed as follows: 
Ripley 
township, Jonathan Potts 
and 
Andrew Thorp; Union, 
Joseph 
Smith and Andrew Gilson; Noble 
Thomas P. Lewis and Abraham 
Hack leman; Washington, 
Jesse 
Winship and John Hale; Rich­ 
land, Harry Misner and 'Joseph 
Lee; Orange, Adam Conde 
and 
William Nelson. This method of 
caring for the poor 
continued 
until 1840. Under that system it 
was the duty of the overseers to 
apprentice the children, 
who 
were dependent, and if females, 
them in such apprenticeship and 
homes until they were eighteen 
years of age, and if males, until 
twenty years of age. 
Indigent 
men and women were “farmed 
out” on contract. In 1839 
the 
Commissioners appointed Alfred 
Pusey to buy a county 
Farm 
and he bought from John Hale 
176 acres of land, paying for it 
$3520. That farm is the one used 
today as a county asylum. 
No 
new buildings were built on 
it 
until 1855 when accepting 
the 
plans and spcifications bf John 
C. Dill, the architect, they let the 
contract to 
build, to 
Charles 
Sheaf, for $7543. The building 
may be seen today in all 
its 
pristine beauty and 
usefulness, 
after 72 years of use and 
very 
few changes or 
additions, 
so 
much so, that a resident of 1856 
would recognize it now. It ad­ 
joins the old fair grounds, which 
is now owned by .the county aqd 
which recently has been trans­ 
formed lntoJ a golf course, thus 
furnishing a strik ing 
contrast 
of poverty and plenty, but ex hi­ 
biting very poor taste in selec­ 
tion of location. 
The cost of sustaining the in­ 
digent and unfortunate poor of 
the county in early days cannot 
be learned, owing to the methods 
employed, but by decades from 
1840, it shows the first 
period 
cost $6,690, the second $10,291, 
the third, $41,923, the 
fourth 
$89,793 and the “eighties” $90,- 
125. I have not at hand present 
costs but it is much more. In ad­ 
dition to poverty, we have men­ 
tal disease, which cost Indiana, 
for the fiscal year ending Sept. 
30, 1923, $2,149,508, in upk eep of 
our six asylums and two feeble 
minded institutions. Our 
six 
charitable institutions cost 
us 
$1,117,127. The year book recent­ 
ly issued shows, no great chang­ 
es in cost or administration but 
some increase in inmates 
and 
many in convicts. There we see 
that mental weak ness costs more 
than crime and charity. 
How 
much mental disease grows out 
of crime or poverty, we have no 
way of k nowing, nor yet 
how 
much results from physical ail­ 
ments. Suicides, with few ex cep­ 
tions, are the result of 
unbal­ 
anced minds, caused so by dis­ 
ease or misfortune. No sane per­ 
son ever has or ever will commit 
suicide. 
Of our five insane 
hospitals, 
Central situated three miles west 
of central Indianapolis was lo­ 
cated in 1845 and received 
its 
first patients Nov. 21, 1848. 
Its 
first name was Indiana Hospital 
for the Insane, and was and is, 
one of the largest institutions of 
its k ind in the United 
States 
and received patients from twen­ 
ty-two counties. Its name was 
changed to “Central” in 
1889. 
The Northern Insane Hospital 
was located at Logansport, Oct. 4 
1883, but received its first pa­ 
tients on July 1, 1888. It receives 
patients from six teen counties. 
The Eastern Hospital was locat­ 
ed at Richmond Aug. 9, 1883 and 
,is built on the cottage 
plan. 
Some of the buildings 
were 
completed in 1887 and occupied 
by the feeble minded children, 
who, at that time, were trans­ 
ferred from the S. S. Orphans 
Home in Center township, before 
they were finally located at Fort 
Wayne, July 8, 1890, and on Aug. 
4, 1890, the first patient was re­ 
ceived at the hospital. 
The Southern Hospital was lo­ 
cated January 3, 1884, four miles 
east of Evansville, Ind., and re­ 
ceived its first patients Oct. 30, 
1890. It receives patients 
from 
fifteen counties and 
Eastern 
from six teen. The Southeastern 
Hospital was located at Madison, 
Sept. 4, 1905, on a site overlook ­ 
ing the valley of the Ohio river 
and received its 
first patients 
Aug. 23, 1910, following the pro­ 
clamation of Gov. Marshall, Aug. 
2. of that year and it 
receives 
patients 
from 
twenty-three 
counties, of which Rush county 
is one. Joseph L. Cowing of our 
; city is a former trustee of 
the 
j Eastern Hospital. The patients i 
’ transferred, numbered 51l; 


which 411 were from 
Central 
and 35 from Eastern. The site! 
for the School for Feeble Minded 
Youth,at Fort Wayne was pur­ 
chased May 19, 1887, and occu­ 
pied July 8 , 1890. Feeble minded 
and idiotic children between thq 
ages of six and six teen are ad­ 
mitted. The school consists of £ 
custodian and education 
de^ 
partm ent and has two 
farms 
Feeble minded women betweei 
the ages of six teen and forty- 
five are admitted, on commit­ 
m ent of courts, if there is room 
It is maintained on the cottage 
plan. The Village for Epileptics 
was established in 1905 at New­ 
castle on a farm of 1334 
acres 
north east of that city and the 
first patients received Sept. 16 
1907. Epileptics having a 
lega 
residence in the state are admit­ 
ted, unless hopeless or violently 
insane. The Indiana Farm Col- 
only for Feeble Minded was lo­ 
cated on a tract of 1817 acres ol 
land, seven miles east of North 
Vernon, Butlerville, P. O., 
anc 
opened on Dec. 13, 1920. Inmates 
are received on commitments oi 
circuit courts, if admissable on 
ex amination. A line is drawn, in 
these institutions which bars in­ 
sane persons, who are then sent 
to insane hospitals. 
Where patients are committe< 
to Insane Asylums, the persom 
estate is liable for four dollars 
per week , if not needed for th< 
support of near relatives. Other­ 
wise the state and county 
an 
liable. In the case of other men­ 
tal defects the same law 
gov­ 
erns. It will thus be seen that 
Indiana has made generous pro­ 
visions for the care of her men­ 
tal unfortunates and the 
sam( 
generous aid is provided for hei 
poor and distressed by the dif­ 
ferent counties of the state. W( 
have no state institution, whicl 
cares for them, ex cept for hos­ 
pital treatm ent, and many coun­ 
ties now have hospitals of theii 
own. In this m atter many thing* 
are to be considered in this coun-| 
ty. Its desirability is not open| 
to debate, but our financial con­ 
dition mak es us pause In 1881 w< 
voted a constitutional 
amend­ 
ment limiting our corporation* 
or political units to a two pei 
cent debt limit and many be­ 
lieved, that such limit 
meant 
that no township could incur 
debt in ex cess of two per cent 
of its assessed valuation. That 
law has been construed until it 
is threadbare and by a fictitious 
multiplication of corporations, it 
is now possible in Rush ivile tc 
raise the limit to ten or twelve 
percent. The present4 City Coun­ 
cil seems determined to raise the 
limit to four percent. This 
is 
not said by way of criticism of 
Councl for necessary or needed 
ex penditures, for many forms of 
economy as disastrous and cost’ 
ly, but the “Three Mile 
Road| 
Law” has certainly been work ed 
the limit in Rushville. Streets 
Mvholly within the city have been 
paved under this law and today 
a pretty mess, on Morgan street, 
remains to be solved, 
growing 
out of the dual authority, real 
or assumed, of 
the engineers 
and the construction of the Act 
of 1927. Meanwhile, the tax pay­ 
er "pays the fiddler” and so it 
could easily be with a county 
hospital. Give the advocates of 
the enterprise credit for 
good 
intentions, but let the 
people 
k now the facts without reserve 
or concealment and if then they 
favor his new 
burden 
they 
should have it. Building a hos­ 
pital would be the small 
end 
of it, as the Ripley 
township 
correspondent says for while it 
will cost $217,000, 
in 
twenty 
years (figures not mine) it will 
carry an additional $10,000 
a 
year for maintenance, 
which 
without interest would cost us 
$200,000 or a total for 
twenty 
years of $417,000. Charity 
pa­ 
tients now have ample provision 
made for their care and those 
who pay large tax es, have ample 
means to choos§ their own med­ 
ical service. Who would 
have 
charge of it? Would that lead to 
rivalry and graft or will doctors, 
who k now how, or farmers, who 
mak e speeches and farm 
by 
prox y control it? Study the m at­ 
ter well, tax payers, not from a 
selfish or 
jealous 
standpoint 
but a broadminded, benevolent 
one and then act. This 
article 
is hardly ‘-Reminiscent” nor in­ 
tended to provok e 
controversy 
but a few suggestions on a most 
im portant subject, which we will 
be called upon to settle at the 
ballot box very lik ely and we 
should study both sides of this 
or any other question.

gious diseases were reported to 
Dr. Wooden.

chickenpox. Both were outside 
city limits. Lack of cases, at this 
time of the year, however, is not 
unusual.

rabbit into a cut or wound on a 
person's hand. This results in an 
ulcer on the hand, enlargement 
of the gland at the elbow or in 
the" arm pit, causing fever for 
two or three weeks. 


Tularemia is strictly an A- 


merican disease, having

discovered hi Tulare 
county, 


California in 1910 by Dr. O. W. 
McCoy.

The radio industry is seeking 


to ban jokes about the thrifti- 
ness of the Scotch." That is the 
best joke of all, .but it is doing no 
service to the Scotch.

this county, as early as 1822, 
when overseers of the poor were 
appointed as follows:

Smith and Andrew Gilson; Noble 
'Thomas P. Lewis and Abraham 
Hackleman; Washington, Jesse 
Winship and John Hale; Rich- 
land, Harry Misner^and "Joseph 
Lee; Orange, Adam Conde 
and 


William Nelson. This method .of 
caring for the poor, 
continued 


until 1840. Under that system it 
was the duty of the Overseers to 
apprentice the children, 
who 


were dependent, and if females, 
them in such apprenticeship and 
homes until they were eighteen 
years of age, and if males, until 
twenty years of age. Indigent 
men and women were. "farmed 
out" on contract.. In 1839 the 
Commissioners appointed Alfred 
Pusey to buy a county 
Farm 


and he bought from John Hale 
176 acres of Jand, paying for it 
$3520. That farm is the one used 
today as a,county asylum. No 
new buildings were built on it 
until 1855 when accepting 
the 


plans and spcincations bf John 
C. Dill, the architect, they let the 
contract to build, to 
Charles 


Sheaf, for $7543. The .building 
may be seen today in all 
its 


pristine beauty and usefulness, 
after 72 years of use and 
very 


few changes or 
additions, so 


much so, that a resident of 1856 
would recognize it now. It ad- 
joins the old fair grounds, which 
is .now, owned, bji.the.county and 
which recently has been trans- 
formed Into* a.-gpif course, thus 
furnishing a striking 
contrast 


of poverty and plenty, but exhi- 
biting very poor taste in selec- 
tion of location.

digent and unfortunate poor of 
the county in early days cannot 
be learned, owing to the methods 
employed,, but by decades from 
1840, it shows the first period 
cost $6,690, the second $10,291, 
the third, $41,923, the

$89,793 and the-"eighties" $90,- 
125. I have not at hand present 
costs but it is much more. In ad- 
dition to poverty, we have men- 
tal disease, which cost Indiana, 
for the fiscal year ending Sept. 
30, 1923, $2,149,508, in upkeep of 
our six asylums and two feeble 
minded institutions. Our 
charitable institutions cost 


six 
us 


$1,117,127. The year book recent- 
ly issued shows, no great.chang- 
es hi cost or administration but 
some increase in inmates 
and 


many in convicts. .There we see 
that mental weakness costs more 
than crime and. charity.. How 
much mental disease grows out 
of crime or poverty, we have no 
way of knowing, nor yet 
how 


much results.from physical ail- 
ments. Suicides, with few excep- 
tions, are the result of unbal- 
anced minds, caused so by dis- 
ease or misfortune. No sane per- 
son ever has or ever will commit 
suicide.

ed. Just what action the county 
board of commissioners .would 
take toward the rest of the pro- 
posal is undetermined. 


Contractor Beard today con- 


tinued to work his steam shovel 
on the Morgan street job. At 
present he is digging the sub- 
grade to conform with the' pre- 
sent curb and gutter line. .Mr. 
Beard stated that grade stakes 
as set by the county surveyor's 
office, varied from as little as 
two inches to as 
much as 


eighteen inches from the present 
curb and gutter. 


Mr. Beard stated that he was 


held up on the Main street work 
and the Perkins street work by 
those putting hi curb and gutter 
and that rather than be idle, he 
was placing the sub-grade to 
conform with the curb and gut- 
ter on Morgan street so that- 
interested citizens could come 
themselves and see what the 
street would be like if paved be- 
tween the present curb lines.

General cases are 
used for tankage and only spec- 
ialized cases for consumption. 


The payment for the animal 


condemned is borne by the state, 
the. federal government and the 
owner, each paying one third 
of the appraised value of 
the 


animal which is arrived at by 
the veterinary doctor in charge 
and the owner of the animal.
